(a) Such operator will not be liable for any such loss unless the owner of saidjpersonal property 
shall make a special deposit thereof with, and take a special deposit receipt ifTwfiting {stating the 
value) from, the operator or agent of said establishment. 

(b) The operator or agent of the establishment is not required to accept such personal property , 

exceeding a combined total value of $1,000. * 

(c) In the event the operator or agent of the establishment accepts such personal property 
exceeding a combined total value of $1,000, he shall be liable in damages equal to the damage 
sustained by such guest or occupant. 

(2) The operator of a public lodging establishment in Florida shall not be liable to any guest or 
occupant for loss of wearing apparel, goods or other property (excepting for money, securities, 
jewelry or precious stones set forth in subsection (1)) except under the circumstances and to the 
extent set forth below: 

(a) Any such loss was through the fault or negligence of the operator/his agent or employee. 

(b) The operator shall not be liable for such loss in excess of $100 unless 

(c) The guest or occupant prior to the loss or damage shall file with the manager or his agent an 
inventory of the true value of his effects, with opportunity to inspect the effects; provided, when 
such inventory of effects is given, the maximum liability of the operator as to any such inventory 
shall not exceed $500.
